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Senate Bond Bill to help pay for ramp 
connection to Julia Buxton Bridge 


Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- 
Springfield) is pleased to report that the Senate unan¬ 
imously passed the Senate Transportation Bond Bill 
on Thursday night, July 25th.

Senate Majority Leader Linda J. Melconian (D- Agawam, MA 01001 
Springfield) is pleased to announce that the H - 786-6882 
Massachusetts Senate passed legislation recently W- 786-5300 
that establishes penalties for enticing a minor under Fax - 786-7077 
the age of 16 into a particular place with the intent to 
commit a sex crime or a crime that involves the use of 
force against the child. 

“In the past month, there have been several dis¬ 
turbing incidents of children being enticed or forced 
into cars by people with malicious intent,” Senator 
Resolution Establishing a No Melconian said. “This legislation specifically punishes 

those people who attack or harm children in this way. 

These changes to the law will be another tool to pre¬ 
vent these types of attack in the future." 

This legislation comes in the wake of a recent rash 
of child abductions across the country. In the past two 
weeks, there have been at least two separate inci¬ 
dents of men trying to entice young girls into their 
cars, either for the purposes of abduction or physical 
assault. In both cases, the girls were outside near 
their homes and were forcibly taken against their will. 

Samantha Runnion, the five-year-old taken in 
California, was found dead less than 24 hours after 
her abduction. 

The bill establishes a penalty of up to five years in 
prison time or a fine of $5,000 or both prison time and 
the fine for those who entice children into secluded 
places before committing a sexual or physically abu¬ 
sive act against a child. These penalties would be 
added on to the original sentencing for the physical 
crime. 

The legislation now awaits the House’s considera¬ 
tion.

Agawam Police Officers 
respond to Mayor’s editorial 

To the Editor: 

What the Agawam Police Officers find most irre¬ 
sponsible to the citizens and taxpayers of this com¬ 
munity is the lack of accurate information contained in 
the article written by Mayor Richard Cohen as pub¬ 
lished in the July 25, 2002 edition of this paper. So, in 
the interest of public awareness, we feel we must 
respond. No one should think for a minute that the 
police are asking for double anything in a lawsuit or 
contract negotiations. 

It is our contention that no contract exists due to 
our lawsuit against the Town. We filed that suit 
because we believe we were not and still are not 
being paid overtime fairly in accordance with the law. 
Until a judicial determination has been made whether 
we’re right or wrong, we have proposed to leave the 
contract language as it pertains to the payment of 
overtime the same way it has been for years. 

We were willing to accept the 3.5% increase 
offered by the Mayor, but the Mayor would only settle 
the contract if we agreed to include a clause that 
would strip us of benefits negotiated years ago 
through collective bargaining. Surely, no prudent per¬ 
son would be willing to give up substantial contractu¬ 
al benefits for a 3.5% increase in base pay. 

To suggest that utilizing two methods for calculat¬ 
ing pay is fiscally irresponsible is plainly preposter¬ 
ous. The Federal FLSA is a minimum standard, a 
baseline if you will, for the payment of wages and 
benefits. It doesn’t say people can’t be paid more than 
those minimums, it just says they can’t be paid less. 
If this were the only method utilized to calculate our 
pay, then there would be no need for any collective 
bargaining agreement. Quite frankly, the method of 
calculation we are asking the Town to utilize is the 
same method utilized by the Commonwealth to pay 
the State Police and by other municipalities across 
Massachusetts. This doesn’t mean that the police get 
paid twice; it means that the contract and the law 
must coincide. 

The average police patrolman’s yearly salary is 
$37,275. 16. This is a top-step pay after three years 
of service. As for the outside detail rate, the Mayor 
neglects to inform the public that this rate is paid by 
outside contractors, not the taxpayers of this commu¬ 
nity. He further neglects to mention that the town 
charges each of these contractor^ a 10 percent sur¬ 
charge on every dollar paid, which is then transferred 
into the Town’s General Fund. A large percentage of 
the overtime paid to officers is out of state and feder¬ 
al grants. Once again, this does not place an addi¬ 
tional tax burden on the Agawam taxpayers. 
Therefore, to reach the figure cited by the Mayor, an 
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officer has to work a great deal more than a standard 
work week. 

It astonishes the Police Union that the Mayor con¬ 
tinues to publicly discuss this lawsuit each and every 
time we question our lack of a contract. We wonder if 
he would like to publicly disclose the circumstances 
surrounding other lawsuits the Town has had to 
defend itself against during his time as our Mayor. 
The citizenry should be aware that the Mayor has 
never attempted to meet the attorney representing 
the Police Officers Union in an effort to find some mid¬ 
dle ground. The only thing he has done is expend 
more tax dollars on additional legal counsel. That is, 
another attorney above and beyond our City Solicitor. 
Why, if we are so wrong, does the City Solicitor need 
help in proving us so? 

Mayor, you call us irresponsible, but maybe you 
should look in the mirror. When we notified you that 
we were being wronged, you didn’t sit down and talk 
to us. Instead, you went on the offensive, publicly 
attacking us for what we believe is legally right. And 
who foots the bill for your attack? The taxpayers, of 
course. Our guess is that anyone who felt they 
weren’t being paid properly would question why, 
including you, Mr. Mayor.

Agawam firefighters complete 
rigorous professional training 


Chief David Pisano of the Agawam Fire 
Department is pleased to announce the graduation of 
Jacob Dushane and Robert Pensivy, Jr. of the 152nd 
Class of the Massachusetts Firefighting Academy’s 
55-day Recruit Firefighting Program recently. 

“This rigorous professional training provides our 
newest firefighters with the basic skills to effectively 
and safely perform their jobs," said Pisano. 

This program is offered, tuition-free, by the 
Massachusetts Fire Academy, a division of the 
Department of Fire Services. 

“Today’s firefighters do far more than fight fires," 
Pisano continued. “They are the first ones called to 
respond to chemical and environmental emergencies 
ranging from the suspected presence of carbon 
monoxide to a gas leak. They may be called to rescue 
a child who has fallen through the ice or who has 
locked himself in a bathroom. They rescue people 
from stalled elevators and those who are trapped in 
vehicle accidents. They test and maintain their equip¬ 
ment, ranging from self-contained breathing appara¬ 
tus to hydrants to hoses, power tools, and apparatus,” 
he continued. 

At the Massachusetts Firefighting Academy, they 


learn all these skills and more from certified fire 
instructors who are also experienced firefighters. 
Students learn all the basic skills'they need to 
respond to fires and to contain and control them. They 
are also given training in public fire education, haz¬ 
ardous material incident mitigation, flammable liquids, 
stress management, water rescue procedures, con¬ 
fined space rescue techniques, and rappelling. The 
intensive, 11-week program for municipal firefighters 
involves classroom instruction, physical fitness train¬ 
ing, firefighter skills training, and live firefighting prac¬ 
tice. 

Students receive classroom training in all basic fire¬ 
fighter skills. They practice first under non-fire condi¬ 
tions and then during controlled conditions. To gradu¬ 
ate, students must demonstrate proficiency in life 
safety, search and rescue, ladder operations, water 
supply, pump operation, and fire attack. Fire attack 
operations range from mailbox fires to multiple-floor or 
multiple room structural fires. 

Upon successful completion of the Recruit

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Mass. House of 
Rep. passes “Do 
Not Call” list 

Representative Daniel F. Keenan (D-Southwick) 
has announced that the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives approved legislation that would sig¬ 
nificantly reduce the number of annoying telephone 
sales calls made to Massachusetts residents. 

The legislation creates a list of Massachusetts res¬ 
idents who do not wish to receive unsolicited sales 
calls. The statewide registry will be maintained by the 
Commonwealth, or a qualified private vendor. The bill 
also places a prohibition on unsolicited calls made 
between the hours of 9:00 p.m. and 8:00 a.m., local 
time, and prohibits telemarketers from intentionally 
blocking a consumer’s caller ID. 

According to Representative Keenan, “The time 
has come to pass legislation to protect consumers 
from unwanted telephone sales calls. Now 
Massachusetts residents can control many of the 
telemarketing calls that come to their homes." Under 
this bill, at no cost to consumers, residents can get 
their name placed on a state do-not-call list. With a 
few exceptions, telemarketers are then prohibited 
from calling these folks. “The bill really provides 
much-needed protection from these annoying inva¬ 
sions of privacy,” said Representative Keenan. 

The Attorney General's office has been given the 
authority to prosecute violations of the law. Actions 
include civil penalties up to $5,000 for each violation. 
In addition, consumers are given the authority to initi¬ 
ate lawsuits in situations where they have received 
more than one unsolicited telephone sales call within 
a 12-month period from the same caller. The bill also 
calls for the establishment of an advisory group to 
draft educational literature to help consumers under¬ 
stand their options under the new law. 

“This is a long overdue measure that provides con¬ 
sumers with good protections,” said Represenative 
Keenan.

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Fire Wise... 

How to report 
a fire - or 
any emergency 

by Fire Chief David Pisano 

All too frequently, we hear of tragic stories regard¬ 
ing people who call to report their house is on fire, yet 
(in their fright) they forget to tell the fire dispatcher 
their address. Others claim they called the fire depart¬ 
ment and the dispatcher kept them on the telephone 
asking questions. 

However, what seems - at the time - like needless 
questions will actually aid the fire department in get¬ 
ting assistance quickly to your home. 

* In the event you are in a residence or building that 
catches fire, evacuate the building and call the fire 
department at 911 from a neighbor’s telephone or 
nearby office building. 

* When the dispatcher answers, inform him or her 
that you are reporting a fire emergency. Tell them your 
name. The dispatcher may ask you to spell your 
name. 

*The dispatcher will request the telephone number 
you are calling from, in case of an accidental discon¬ 
nection or if additional information is needed. 

* Next, provide the dispatcher with the address of 
the fire and the nearest cross street, if known. If you 
are in an unfamiliar area when you discover a fire and 
are unsure of the address, try to give the dispatcher 
specific landmarks (such as the name on an adjacent 
building) that will help the fire department locate the 
fire. 

* Stay on the telephone until the dispatcher com¬ 
pletes the questioning and disconnects the call. 

* In the event of a medical emergency, stay calm 
and give the dispatcher as much information as pos¬ 
sible as to the nature of the medical emergency. Many 
dispatchers have special emergency medical training 
and may be able to provide you with some lifesaving 
techiques to use untif emergency help arrives. 

Emergency calls made the right way help save 
lives. False emergency calls made as a joke are 
crimes that cost lives. 


VA increases burial 
benefits for veterans 

Under a new law, the Department of Veterans 
Affairs will increase reimbursement for funeral 
expenses, and cemetery plots, and provide markers 
for veterans’ graves. The law states that if a veteran 
dies of a service-connected disability, the burial and 
funeral expense allowance will increase from $1,500 
to $2,000. Also, the new law provides an increase in 
the cemetery plot allowance for qualified veterans 
from $150 to $300. These changes are effective for 
deaths that occurred on or after December 1, 2001. 

The Veterans Administration can now honor 
requests for government markers for veterans buried 
in private cemeteries, even if their graves have head¬ 
stones or markers furnished at private expense. Prior 
to the new law, the VA was prevented from providing 
markers in that situation. In,the past, people who sub¬ 
mitted VA applications to receive a government mark¬ 
er had to certify that the veteran’s grave was 
unmarked. 

Some families complained of the unfairness 
because they were ineligible, since they had already 
purchased a marker, and could not obtain the gov¬ 
ernment’s free marker to commemorate their loved 
one’s service as a veteran. Now, even if the grave is 
already marked, a request for an additional marker 
can be fulfilled. The marker is to be placed only in a 
cemetery, and the VA will only send the marker to- a 
designated cemetery for placement. This new provi¬ 
sion for markers applies to veterans whose death 
occurs on or after December 27, 2001. 

The plot allowance of $300 is paid when a veteran 
is buried in a non-government cemetery. The veteran 
must meet one of the following three criteria: they 
must have been eligible to receive VA disability com¬ 
pensation or a VA pension, or were discharged from 
military service due to disability, or died in a VA hos¬ 
pital. “The burial benefits specified in the Veterans 
Education and Benefits Expansion Act of 2001 is a 
modest increase, but an increase nonetheless. I see 
this as an indication of the enduring appreciation and 
support our nation and its leadership continue to 
show to our veterans for the service they gave,” com¬ 
mented Commissioner Tom Kelley, Massachusetts 
Department of Veterans’ Services.

Protect yourself 
when dangerous 
thunderstorms hit 

Each year, lightning during the thunderstorm sea¬ 
son, which runs from May to September, kills between 
150-200 people in the United States. Already, several 
violent thunderstorms have ripped through the area. 

“Lightning can cause a victim’s heart to stop and 
seriously affect the internal organs,” said Dr. Philip 
Henneman, chairman, Emergency Medicine for 
Baystate Health System. 

Henneman offers the following guidelines in the 
event of a thunderstorm with dangerous lightning: 

* Don’t go near water, and don’t lie down on wet 
ground. If possible, crouch down in a dry ditch. 

* Stay away from tall or metal objects like flag¬ 
poles, fences, and trees. 

* If you are indoors, stay away from electrical 
appliances and avoid using the telephone. 

* Don’t watch storms from an open window or door. 
Also, avoid the fireplace because the chimney is a tar¬ 
get. 

He said feeling your hair stand on end is a warning 
that lightning is about to strike near you, and for safe¬ 
ty sake you should crouch down immediately. 

“The safest place to be is in a steel-framed building 
or a building protected by lightning rods," said 
Henneman.

and offered it to the parish and the community at 
large,” said Father Ron. 

It is easy to talk with Father Ron on a one-to-one 
basis. When there have been difficulties within the 
parish in handling various issues, he has tried to 
establish methods to overcome or deal with them in 
the most reasonable and beneficial ways to all parties. 

“Sacred Heart is a large parish and it can over¬ 
whelm those involved. We need a method to break 
down large groups into smaller ones,” he explained. 

“Just one example is having 60 students for 
Confirmation. I would meet with them in smaller 
groups, of about 10 to 15 students, on the porch of the 
Rectory for initial dialogue." 

When he took over Sacred Heart Parish as pastor 
in 1999, the Springfield Diocese wanted an active 
pastoral council and an active finance council, areas 
he and the parish have been addressing. 

“We also have a sub-council for youth that deals 
with the problems and issues of young people. We 
also have a babysitting evening from 6:00-9:00 p.m. 
so parents have the opportunity to spend time togeth¬ 
er. We've had close to 50 children during these ses¬ 
sions, with the young members of the parish using 
their time and energy to provide this session for cou¬ 
ples in our church,” Father Ron told us. 

He added, “I am always happy about John Lennon 
and the Sacred Heart Band. This is a youth group with 
the purpose of music in common. The band has cre¬ 
ated a niche for these youths and for the adults who 
run the band and work well with them. There is a nat¬ 
uralness among them. John Lennon challenged the 
youth and they rose to the challenge." 

Father Ron’s support was sought when the band 
was just forming, and he gladly supported this 
endeavor, which has become very successful. 

“I see myself as a catalyst who helps bring groups 
with common interests together." Also in effect for 
about two years now, the Homebound Committee, 
overseen by parishioner Lois Smus, helps with minis¬ 
tering to those parishioners who are homebound or in 
the hospital. Father Ron estimated that the committee 
has about 15 or 16 people so far. 

There was a survey done with Sacred Heart parish¬ 
ioners at Western New England College for Father 
Ron to present to his parish. “We looked at Mass 
times, our location geographically, and our priests. 
The majority of our parishioners were pleased,” he 
said. 

“Among our strengths (at Sacred Heart), we have 
about 40 altar servers, approximately even in num¬ 
bers of girls and boys. I try to be responsive to people, 
to help and listen. The parish needs to discover the 
richness of one another with a bond of welcoming 
more persons into our church with love and fellow¬ 
ship," he added. 

Father Ron enjoys nature, especially the woods. 
He likes to walk and hike and he needs the reflective 
time to “stay grounded.” He also likes the ocean for 
much the same reason. He wanted to be a priest 
event at the age of eight or nine, when he served as 
an altar boy (now known as altar servers). He attend¬ 
ed Northampton Public Schools, graduating in 1964. 
After high school, he attended St. Mary's College in

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Orchard Lake, Michigan, a minor seminary in prepa¬ 
ration for priesthood, earning a bachelor of arts in phi¬ 
losophy in 1968. 

He was struck by the men he met at St. Mary’s, 
who were just regular guys. He realized that his image 
of seminarians as quiet, prayerful, obedient men that 
followed rules was quite true, but discovered that they 
were also ordinary, human people called from all over 
to serve the Lord. 

It helped Father Ron to realize that in God’s work, 
many different kinds of gifts are needed. In 1968, he 
transferred to Catholic University in Washington, D.C. 
and earned his S.T.B. (bachelor in Sacred Theology) 
and a master’s in moral theology in 1972. He was 
ordained as a priest on May 27, 1972. 

His first assignment at Immaculate Conception in 
Indian Orchard lasted about eight years, where his 
congregation informed him that they did not want 
preaching in the summer. He insisted on preaching, 
but told the parishioners he would be mindful of the 
weather. 

From September 1979 to May 1980, he had a tem¬ 
porary position at Our Lady of Hope Church in 
Springfield, until a position opened at All Saints 
Church in Housatonic Village, a part of Great 
Barrington, from 1980 until 1986. 

From 1986 to 1999, he was with Sacred Heart 
Parish in Easthampton, until he came to be pastor of 
Sacred Heart Church in Feeding Hills. His original 
goal to work with the Parish Council and “to give as 
many people as possible, and this includes children, 
the sense of what it means to be part of a parish, a 
family, a community” is being fulfilled, he noted. 

Judging by the turnout at the reception celebrating 
his 30 years as a priest, Father Ron’s objectives are 
being met because the Parish Center was crammed 
with parishioners, most of whom seemed to feel very 
much a part of their parish and their community. 

About Sacred Heart Parish, Father Ron told The 
Agawam Advertiser News, “I see a continual under¬ 
standing of the Lord’s mission for His people on earth 
through our parish. The Bishop entrusts me with the 
responsibility of continuing to lead, nurture, and nour¬ 
ish the parishioners. I am enthusiastic about ministry. 
I’m glad to be here and have learned much about 
myself through service to the people here. 

“I’m enthusiastic about the uplifting, fun activities 
like the concerts by the Sacred Heart Band that we 
take part in as a parish, and I am open to suggestions, 
comments, and ideas as to ways in which we can 
draw more people together to enjoy the nice atmos¬ 
phere of our parish,” he added.

No need to be overwhelmed 

Have you ever felt overwhelmed by the challenges 
of life? Most of us have. At those times, we’re 
exhausted, and we feel like all hope is gone. One of 
the reasons why we feel overwhelmed in the first 
place is that we have inventoried our resources, and 
we find them depleted. At times our resources may be 
our physical, emotional or spiritual strength; at other 
times the resources we need might be money, and 
still at other times it may be friends or family. 

It may surprise us to learn that even Jesus could 
feel overwhelmed from time to time. One instance of 
this occurring was when His cousin John the Baptist 
was executed by a local ruler, named Herod the 
Tetrarch. The details of John’s death were pretty 
gruesome and disturbing. The Bible tells us that 
John’s disciples came and took his body and 
buried it. Then they went and told Jesus. When 
Jesus heard what had happened, He withdrew by 
boat to a solitary place. 

Jesus needed to get away from His ordinary activ¬ 
ities, because He was troubled by what had hap¬ 
pened to John. It is likely that John and Jesus may 
have played together in their youth. It is also likely that 
John had a special respect and affection for his 
younger cousin, because he sensed there was some¬ 
thing extraordinary about Him. It would not be until 
years later that John realized how extraordinary 
Jesus was, after John baptized Jesus in the Jordan 
River. 

While Jesus was grieving the loss of His cousin, 
the crowds of people still sought Him, and He did not 
neglect them. The crowds followed Him on foot 
from the towns. When Jesus landed and saw a 
large crowd, He had compassion on them and 
healed their sick. How many times have we felt like 
God couldn’t or maybe wouldn’t care about us and 
our needs, because He is so awfully busy with “really 
big” problems? Well, the next time that idea pops into 
our heads, we ought to remember this passage that 
tells us that even when Jesus was feeling pretty low, 
He met the needs of ordinary people like you and me.

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Sometimes we get the foolish notion into our heads 
that our troubles are too ordinary or not important 
enough for God to care about. We’re troubled by 
them, our resources are exhausted, we think God 
doesn’t or shouldn't care, and we’re overwhelmed. 
On this same occasion, as evening approached, the 
disciples came to Jesus and said, ‘‘This is a 
remote place, and it’s already getting late. Send 
the crowds .away, so they can go to the villages 
and buy themselves some food." The disciples 
obviously thought all the resources Were exhausted, 
but they were wrong! 

Jesus replied, “They do not need to go away.” 
Isn't that amazing! The disciples were not stupid peo¬ 
ple; they knew that there was no food to be had in the 
area. That's why they tried to get Jesus to send the 
crowds away. But Jesus said no. Then He said, "You 
give them something to eat.” It would not be an 
exaggeration to say that now the disciples began to 
feel overwhelmed. "We have here only five loaves 
of bread and two fish," they answered. 

The disciples had inventoried their resources, and 
found them to be lacking. But they were making the 
same mistake that we so often make. They were fail¬ 
ing to put Jesus into the equation, when they counted 
up their resources. “Bring them here to Me,” He 
said. And He directed the people to sit down on 
the grass. Taking the five loaves and the two fish 
and looking up to heaven, He gave thanks and 
broke the loaves. Then He gave them to the disci¬ 
ples, and the disciples gave them to the people. 
They all ate and were satisfied: The number of 
those who ate was about five thousand men, 
besides women and children. 

We may hear this story, or perhaps be familiar with 
this story, but think that it doesn’t have any relevance 
for us. We may still be convinced that our troubles are 
so great, that even God can’t help us. But if we think 
that, we would be mistaken. If we have accepted 
Jesus Christ as our Savior and embraced Him as our 
Lord, as God would have us do, then we have a great 
promise we can cling to, no matter what is going on or 
how overwhelmed we feel: 

Who shall separate us from the love of Christ? 
Shall trouble or hardship or persecution or famine 
or nakedness or sword? No, in all these things we 
are more than conquerors through Him who loved 
us. For I am convinced that neither death nor life, 
neither angels or demons, neither the present nor 
the future, nor any powers, neither height nor 
depth, nor anything in all creation, will be able to 
separate us from the love of God that is in Christ

Negligence & Tort 
Failure to Restrain Poodle 

The 57 year-old plaintiff was walking her leashed 
dog when she encountered an employee of the 
defendants who had two unleashed dogs, one of 
which, a Standard Poodle, was owned by the defen¬ 
dants. As the plaintiff approached, the employee held 
the defendants’ dog by the collar and reportedly indi¬ 
cated to the plaintiff that the dog was occasionally 
unfriendly. In an effort to avoid the dog, the plaintiff 
turned the corner and walked away. The plaintiff 
heard the employee yell out to the dog, and when she 
turned around, she saw the poodle charging directly 
toward her. The dog jumped on the plaintiffs left leg, 
causing a tibial plateau fracture. 

The plaintiff alleged that the defendants were strict¬ 
ly liable pursuant to G.L.c. 140, section 155. The 
plaintiff also claimed that the defendants were negli¬ 
gent in failing to restrain their dog in violation of the 
City Ordinance, c. 16-1, section 9. As a result of the 
accident, the plaintiffs left tibial plateau fracture 
required surgical fixation with two screws and a bone 
graft. Her medical bills totaled $27,934.00. 

The plaintiff and her medical expert were prepared 
to testify that she continued to suffer symptoms from 
this injury, including pain, stiffness, weakness, 
swelling, and buckling. The defendants’ expert was 
prepared to testify that the plaintiffs fracture and sur¬ 
gery had an excellent outcome with little or no resid¬ 
ual symptoms or restrictions. There was also a ques¬ 
tion, about which the medical experts disagreed, 
whether the plaintiff suffered an aggravation of a pre¬ 
existing right planovalgus foot deformity. 

The case was settled for $200,000.00.

Woronoco Bancorp, Inc. (the “Company”), the hold¬ 
ing company for Woronoco Savings Bank (the 
“bank”), has reported net income of $1.5 million, or 
$0.40 per diluted share, for the quarter ended June 
20, 2002, compared to net income of $807,000, or 
$0.22 per diluted share, for the same period in 2001. 

The results for the second quarter of 2002 include 
the impact of a $644,000 gain from the termination of 
the Company’s defined benefit pension plan; write¬ 
downs of certain equity securities totaling $171,000, 
and the related net tax expense of $163,000. 

For the six months ended June 30, 2002, the 
Company reported net income of $2.5 million, or 
$0.70 per diluted share, compared to net income of 
$1.7 million, or $0.45 per diluted share, for the same 
period in 2001. The Company also announced a cash 
dividend of $0.12 per share, representing a four-per¬ 
cent increase compared to the first quarter of 2002. 
The cash dividend is payable on August 29, 2002 to 
shareholders of record as of the close of business on 
August 7, 2002. 

The Company’s assets expanded $42.1 million, or 
6.3 percent, to $710.1 million as of June 30, 2002, as 
compared to $668 million at December 31,2001. This 
was fueled by purchases of U.S. government agency 
securities totaling $20.7 million and growth in net 
loans of $30.6 million, offset by mortgage-backed 
securities principal payments totaling $16.1 million. 

Net interest income increased $496,000, or 10.5 
percent, to $5.2 million for the three months ended 
June 30, 2002, compared to $4.7 million in the same 
period in 2001. This resulted largely from growth in 
average interest-earning assets, and to a lesser 
extent, net interest margin expansion. 

Average interest-earning assets increased $72.7 
million, or 12.3 percent, to $663.1 million for the quar¬ 
ter ended June 30, 2002 from $590.4 million for the 
same period in 2001, largely due to loan origination 
and refinancing activity and purchases of investment 
securities (partially offset by prepayments and amorti¬ 
zation of loans and mortgage-backed securities).

Excluding the effect of the write-downs of equity 
securities totaling $171,000 in the second quarter of 
2002, as well as the FAS 133 loss of $311,000 recog¬ 
nized during the three months ended June 30, 2001, 
total other income declined $80,000 (or eight percent) 
to $922,000 for the three months ended June 30, 
2002 from $1 million in the second quarter of 2001.

To ensure consistency, the consensus panel that 
worked on the “AHA Guidelines for Primary 
Prevention of Cardiovascular Disease and Stroke: 
2002 Update" carefully reviewed recommendations 
from other clinical guidelines and consensus state¬ 
ments developed over the past five years. Notable 
updates to the guidelines include: 

* Low-dose aspirin for people who have an 
increased risk for coronary heart disease. 

* Blood-thinning drugs to reduce stroke risk in peo¬ 
ple who have atrial fibrillation - an abnormal heart 
rhythm that can propel blood clots from the heart 
toward the brain and increase the risk of stroke. 

“The U.S. Preventive Services Task Force has 
always recommended aspirin for secondary preven¬ 
tion in people who already have heart disease, but 
now recommends low-dose aspirin for primary pre¬ 
vention as well,” said Thomas Pearson, M.D., Ph.D.,

Pain in the butt... 

Some of you may think this article may be referring 
to your spouse, kids, boss, or in-laws; but it’s referring 
to an actual pain in the buttocks - sciatica. 

The sciatic nerve is the largest in the body. It origi¬ 
nates from the spinal nerves that exit from the spinal 
cord at the lower back. These spinal nerves form to 
make one large nerve, the sciatic. The sciatic nerve 
travels through the buttocks and down eachleg into 
the feet. When this nerve is “irritated,” the pain usual¬ 
ly starts as an ache in the low back, then into the but¬ 
tocks, and may go down the leg. The pain may be a 
constant ache or a “pins and needles” feeling.

who chaired the consensus panel that worked on the 
update. 

Dr. Pearson continued, “Aspirin can cause gas¬ 
trointestinal bleeding and may increase the risk of 
hemorrhagic stroke (bleeding into the brain). But if a 
person has a 10-year risk of heart disease that 
exceeds 10 percent, the benefits of aspirin therapy 
greatly outweigh the risks.” 

Similarly, Dr. Pearson said studies have clearly 
shown that using blood-thinners to prevent clot for¬ 
mation, or treatment to eliminate abnormal heart¬ 
beats, substantially reduces the risk of stroke associ¬ 
ated with atrial fibrillation. 

The panel challenges healthcare providers to 
make prevention a high priority for all patients. 

“Healthcare providers should be asking about 
smoking and measuring blood pressure and choles¬ 
terol levels,” said Dr. Pearson. “The public should be 
encouraged to ask their physicians and other health¬ 
care providers about these important issues in dis¬ 
ease prevention." 

Other recommendations to prevent heart attack 
and stroke: 

* No exposure to tobacco smoke. 

* Blood pressure maintained below 140/90 mm Hg; 
below 130/85 mm Hg for people with kidney damage 
or heart failure; or below 130/80 mm Hg for people 
with diabetes. 

* An overall healthy eating pattern. 

* Cholesterol lowered to appropriate level based on 
individual risk. 

* At least 30 minutes of moderate-intensity physical 
activity on most (preferably all) days of the week. 

* Achieve and maintain desirable weight. 

* Normal fasting blood glucose (below 110 mg/dL).

Trim up your tenderloins and slice down 
the middle without cutting through. Now, pound them 
out so you can fit the stuffing in the middle. 

I make mine two ways: One with a meat stuffing, 
and one with a cornbread stuffing. 

For the cornbread, well ... you need cornbread. 
You can “cheat” by buying a cornbread mix or buying 
some cornbread muffins. Crumble the cornbread and 
add an egg, 1/2 a small can of creamed corn, 1/2 C 
chopped toasted nuts (you pick the nut), 1/4 C dry 
cherries or cranberries, and a little melted unsalted 
butter. Now, add some black pepper and a pinch or 
two of sea salt. 

Mix together and spread over the pounded tender¬ 
loins. Now, add a layer of goat cheese and chopped 
Manzanilla olives. Roll and tie. Rub with a little olive 
oil and sprinkle with Montreal seasoning. Place on the 
grill and cook through. 

These go great with rice Pilaf. Speaking of this side

dish, all you need to make really good rice Pilaf is 
good homemade chicken stock, orzo noodles, rice, 
butter, and seasonings. Rice is always cooked two 
parts liquid to one part rice; then, 17-1/2 minutes later, 
you have rice! 

Start by melting a couple of TB butter in your saute 
pan. Now, add your rice and orzo to brown up at bit. 
When the rice and noodles have got a golden hue to 
them, start adding your chicken stock. To this, add a 
pinch of salt and white pepper, 1 TB chopped fresh 
parsley, 114 C minced shallot, a petal or two of saf¬ 
fron, and just a splash of chablis. 

Bring to the boil, cover, and simmer for 17 minutes. 
Allow your rice to rest. When all the liquid is absorbed 
for about 4 to 5 minutes, fluff and serve.

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Squeeze your elbows to 
„ stay connected... 

The following drill is based on the concept of devel¬ 
oping better synchronization in your swing to insure 
that your moving parts operate as a team, rather than 
independent of one another. 

This exercise specifically examines the relation¬ 
ship between your arm swing and body turn in your 
backswing, which often becomes a little disjointed. 

1) Trap a soccer ball - or similar sized and shaped 
object - between your elbows. Then address a golf 
ball as would normally. 

2) Now make a backswing, squeezing your elbows 
together to prevent the ball from falling. Stop when 
the club is horizontal with the ground. 

This simple one-two procedure keeps the start of 
your backswing more “connected,” which means that 
your arm swing and body turn are taking place simul¬ 
taneously. 



This retains the width in your swing (which means 
the clubhead travels in a wide arc that extends away 
from you) and forces your left side to wind up behind 
the ball, all the way to the top of your backswing. 

Rehearse this drill occasionally between shots 
when you are hitting balls at the range. If you can 
recreate the feelings experienced in this exercise in 
your normal swing, you will be a better ball striker.
